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Few  people  agree  on  what  the  whole  of  radio's  program  content  should  be.  But 
everyone  has  lamented  the  passing  of  direct  performances  of  serious  music  over  in- 
dependent radio  stations  in  the  United  States.  One  of  the  most  significant  things  about 
the  advent  of  KPFA  has  been  its  revival  of  frequent  studio  concerts  by  musicians  of 
first  rank,  and  its  broadcast  of  new  compositions  by  both  famous  and  virtually  unknown 
composers.  A  review  of  the  station's  concerts  during  its  first  seven  weeks  on  the  air  is 
worth  study  by  all  concerned  with  this  aspect  of  radio. 

The  roster  of  musicians  and  composers  who  have  appeared  on  KPFA  already  reads 
like  a  festival  program.  Roger  Sessions,  Darius  Milhaud,  George  Barati,  Howard  Brubeck, 
Joaquin  Nin-Culmell,  Delmar  Severy,  Richard  Maxfield,  Leonard  Rosenman  have  all 
participated  in  informal  discussions  of  their  own  music.  When  Mr.  Sessions  appeared, 
his  Second  Piano  Sonata  was  given  its  radio  premiere.  When  Mr.  Milhaud  appeared,  a 
recording  of  his  L'Homme  et  Son  Desir  was  played  for  the  first  time  on  the  air  in 
America.  Mr.  Rosenman's  Piano  Sonata  1949  also  had  its  radio  premiere  on  KPFA. 

Here  are  some  of  the  musicians  who  have  performed  in  the  station's  hour-long

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There  is  a  Committee  of  Listeners  in  San 
Francisco  which  has  made  its  views  on  cur- 
rent broadcasting  well  known.  The  purpose 
of  the  Committee  is  to  "  .  .  .  compile  sugges- 
tions from  the  results  of  surveys  and  research 
and  submit  them  to  .  .  .  the  growing  listen- 
ing audiences  who  feel  that  our  contemporary 
radio  should  reach  a  maturity  equal  to  the 
high  standards  expected  by  the  American 
people." 

KPFA  has  fulfilled,  or  is  in  the  process  of 
programing,  almost  all  the  suggestions  of 
the  Listeners'  Committee  concerning  various 
types  of  programs.  Full  length  dramas,  care- 
fully planned  recorded  music  including  com- 
plete symphonies,  operas,  light  operas,  re- 
broadcast  transcriptions  of  outstanding  pro- 
grams, daily  story  telling  hours  for  children, 


programs  which  develop  both  sides  of  poli- 
tical and  social  questions,  local  events  de- 
scriptions, broadcasts  to  promote  interna- 
tional understanding,  and  provocative  inter- 
views are  among  the  suggestions  KPFA  is 
striving  to  answer. 

The  station  has  gone  one  step  further  than 
these  recommendations,  which  are  related  to 
the  commercial  aspects  of  radio.  KPFA  is  in- 
viting subscriptions  from  listeners,  so  that 
audience  values  will  be  the  sole  orientation 
for  the  station's  broadcasting.  The  listener 
may  subscribe  to  KPFA's  listener  fund  at  a 
rate  of  $10  a  year,  $5  for  six  months.  This 
bi-weekly  Program  Folio  is  provided  during 
the  term  of  the  subscription.  KPFA  may  not 
only  fulfill  the  goals  set  by  the  Listener  Com- 
mittee as  ideal  for  current  radio— but  with 
listener  cooperation   may   well   exceed  them.

Bartok's  Sonata  for  Two  Pianos  and  Percus- 
sion, a  massive  work  requiring  five  perform- 
ers and  fourteen  instruments.  This  broad- 
cast was  the  work's  first  since  1937.  The  per- 
formance by  members  of  the  Composer's 
Forum  was  acclaimed  by  critics. 

The  station's  Young  Artists  Concerts,  and 
its  carefully  chosen  recorded  programs,  its 
numerous  broadcasts  by  experts  in  the  prob- 
lems of  understanding  and  enjoying  modern 
music,  have  been  combined  in  this  renascence 
in  radio  music.  Musicians  have  long  been 
aware  that  FM  Broadcasting  could  open  a 
new  era  in  the  public  enjoyment  of  musical 
arts.  The  era  is  beginning  at  KPFA. 


WHAT  "INTERIM"  MEANS 

Every  radio  station  is  authorized  by  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  to  op- 
erate at  a  strictly  specified  power,  no  more 
or  less.  The  Commission  will,  however,  per- 
mit a  new  FM  station  to  operate  temporarily 
at  less  than  its  authorized  power— on  an 
"interim"  basis.  Naturally,  from  either  the 
Commission's  or  the  station's  standpoint,  this 
cannot  go  on  forever.  KPFA-lnterim  plans  to 
increase  its  power  greatly  during  the  next 
few  months,  and  also  to  change  its  frequency. 
The  effect  of  the  power  increase  now  planned 
will  be  to  enlarge  KPFA's  primary  signal  area 
approximately  five  times,  providing  excellent 
reception  throughout  the  Bay  region.
